Water and Gas Service at 
the West End. 


TH E

COMMISSIONERS. 


A L ittle G irl S everely B urned in 
H ast Los Angrelee—She Played 
W ith 
M atches. 


The Weet End Board of Trade trans­ 
acted considerable im portant business 
last night. 
S. 1. Haae and F . P. Cook 
were elected members, and Mr. Cook 
was afterwards chosen Secretary, 
in 
place of Chas. Luckenbacb, whose resig­ 
nation was accepted. Mr. Swain, repre­ 
senting the Lowe Gas and Electric Com­ 
pany, said they had sixty signatures of 
those who would take gas from his com­ 
pany, providing it laid a main on Temple 
ptreet to Union. The company had only 
canvassed between Temple and Second 
streets. They would probably run a line 
to Ellis College, but not south of Second 
street. 
Grcund would 
probably 
be 
broken for the main extension as soon as 
the President of the company returned, 
in a few daye. 
Mr. H utchinson thought there were 
inaDy south of Second street who would 
be glad to take, and Mr. Swain promised 
to see them . 
A suggestion by President 
ltegister that the citizens south of Sec­ 
ond street and the representative of the 
Gas Company be invited to m eet with 
the Board of Trade at the meeting next 
week was adopted. 
The Committee on W ater and Fire re­ 
ported that it had no report. It was still 
awaiting the arrival of the pump at the 
vitizens’ W ater Works. 
Colonel C. E. Dailey called attention 
to the resolution adopted by the board 
some tim e ago to the effect than the city 
should take etgbe to put in 
public 
water works. H e thought the board 
$ught, by petition or otherwise, to move 
on the City Council in the m atter. The 
oftty should taku possession before the pri­ 
vate franchises became too valuable. 
He moved that the Committee on Water 
and Fire formulate a report of views on 
the subject of city water works and pre­ 
sent it at the next meeting, and the mo­ 
tion was carried. 
Regarding streets, President Register 
said he bad two estimates from con­ 
tractors on the Temple-Btreet re-grade 
itork, and neither one exceeded $35,000. 
He estim ated th at there was a little over 
31000 feet frontage on Temple street which 
would have to bear half the cost, which 
would make it a little over fifty cents to 
the front foot, while on the remaining 
218,000 
frontage on other streets the cost 
would be but a trifle over seven cents per 
foot. 
H e said some of the property rep­ 
resented by signature on the protaeto 
was out of the diatriet affected. 
Col. Dailey said that agents engaged in 
working up protests against the regrad­ 
ing had m isrepresented the cost of it, 
putting it at two to three dollars par foot. 
On motion of J . Mills Davies, the spe­ 
cial committee on the Temple street 
matter and the regular Committee on 
Streets, with the Secretary of the board, 
were instructed to be present at the meet­ 
ing of the Board of Public Works on 
Friday, this week.

Dailey spoke strongly against

End. 
H e 
also 
said 
he 
had 
re­ 
viewed the ordinance by which it was 
proposed to grant to the Second-street 
Cable Road Company the right to ex 
tend ite track. 
He thought there was 
no intention to build or to file a bond. 
Superintendent Hwaine, of the Cable 
road, paid the bond was ready at the 
last meetiog of the Council, and that the 
feeling of the Council was to grant the 
franchise 
if 
the dummy would be 
stopped upon the im m ediate building 
and completion of the extension, which 
would be a condition in the contract. 
The m atter waB now in committee, to 
come up in Council next Monday. 
C. H . Wedgewood f aid he would give 
something to see the road taken up and 
sold for junk. Instead of granting them 
more franchise, he thought the city 
should take away what they had, because 
tne road was so poorly run, and he 
instanced a stoppage on the day of the 
rain, lately. 
Col. Dailey wasn’t down on it so bad, 
and Mr. Hutchinson, who is an em­ 
ployee, defended it warmly. 
He said 
the rain had stopped it but twelve m in­ 
utes, while it had stopped the Los Ange­ 
les cable road an hour and forty minutes, 
and compelled the calling out of the Fire 
Department. 
A resident on Figueroa street said the 
people over his way would be all up in 
arms if there should be any seri us prop­ 
osition to disturb the road. 
Mr. H utchinson said there was to he a 
meeting of the directors of th e Second- 
street road on October 10th, when the 
matter of double-tracking the road and 
increasing the power facilities would he 
considered. 
Anyway, he said, the Sec­ 
ond-street road ran faster than th at on 
Temple street. 
President Register called Col. Dailey 
to the chair and said that the people 
should be patient with the Second-street 
road. 
It was the pioneer, and had re­ 
ceived less attention and protection from 
the city than any other corporation. The 
difficulty it had always had to contend 
with was the lack of drainage on Second 
street, to correct which the people had 
repeatedly petitioned in vain. 
The following resolution by Coloael 
Dailey was accepted: 
Resolved, That it is the sense of the 
West E nd Board of Trade th at no fran­ 
chise onght to be granted by the city of 
Los Angeles to any company or corpora­ 
tion for the extension of or building of 
new street-car railways that shall not 
provide for the transfer of passengers to 
connecting or intersecting roads without 
additional fare. 
A motion of Colonel Dailey for the ap­ 
pointm ent of a committee of three to 
visit th e three roads to see about arrang­ 
ing a general system of car transfers, was 
adopted. 
Mr. lunes thought he detected a dispo­ 
sition on the part of the City Council’s 
Comm ittee on Retrenchm ent to make a 
cut in the Police and Fire Departments. 
He would prefer to see the official heads 
of all th e recent appointees in the City 
Hall cut off. 
Mr. lunes was instructed 
to draw up a resolution on the subject, 
for presentation at the next meeting. 
Colonel Daily confessed to having 
voted against the sewer-bond proposition, 
but he said it wee because he wanted 
sewere. H e thought well of the Council, 


He thought they would try to meet the 
Niishes of the people, therefore he offered 
a resolution that they should appoint a 
committee of twenty-five to formulate a 
plan for a system of sewerage.

Clinton Stephenson, the boy who was 
examined and held to answ er to a charge 
of assault with a deadly weapon, has 
again got into trouble, this tim e on a 
charge of attem pting to com m it rape on 
B ertha Fisher. 
The w arrant for the ar­ 
rest of the boy was sworn out by J. 8. Le 
Banta, a saloon keeper in the Vernon 
district. 
All the parties in the esse live 
Central avenue, near th e term inus of 
the Vernon railway. 
Justice Getchell, before whom the 
com plaint was sworn, was visited at his 
residence yesterday afternoon by a re­ 
porter, and asked abont th e case. 
Hs 
said tbat on Monday evening Le Banta 
came to his house and w anted a w arrant 
for the arrest of young Stephenson. 
H e 
said 
th at 
he 
had left his saloon, 
which 
is 
in 
a 
tent 
about 
a 
block nortb^0f the term inus of the 
car line, in charge of B ertha Fisher, an 
eleven-year-old girl, while he came np 
town. 
W hen he returned late in the 
afternoon the girl told him th a t Stephen­ 
son aud some other boys had come to 
the place between 1 and 3 o’clock in the 
afternooa and helped them selves to 
liquor. 
They soon became intoxicated, 
and went outside the tent and laid down. 
The girl went out with Stephenson, who, 
according to Le Banta’s story, attem pted 
to ravish her, bat was pievented from 
accomplishing his purpose by the arrival 
of some people on the scene, who were 
attracted by the girl’s cries. Stephenson 
and his companions ran off when they 
saw strangers approaching, and none of 
them were caught. 
The Justice issued 
the w arrant for Stephenson, and in­ 
tended to have it served the n ex t morn­ 
ing, but Le Banta came to his resi­ 
dence after he had retired fur the 
night and wished to withdraw the charge, 
giving as his reason, when asked by toe 
Judge why he wanted to do so, th a t he 
had made a m istake, and th a t there was 
nothing in the charge. 
Le B anta waa 
under the influence of liquor on the 
occasion of both his visits to the Loose, 
and the Justice did not know wbat to 
make out of the case, and decided lo 
hold the w arrant and aw ait farther pay 
ticalars. 
Mrs. Fisher, the girl's m other, was 
visited at her home on the corner of 
Central avenue and Edw ards street. She 
said she knew nothing about tbe charge, 
but acknowledged tb at her daughter Ind 
been at Le Banta’s place on Monday, an - 
when she came home told about th.i 
boys stealing toe liquor. 
Le Banta was found in his tent, the 
front portion of which is fitted u p a 
a 
bar-room and the rear as a elee; m 
apartm ent. 
W hen the reporter enter.: ■ 
the place, Le Banta was talking to tw o 
girls, one of whom was the Fisher > r. 
on whom the crime is alleged to h 
e 
been committed. 
W hen atked a b o u t; 
case, Le Banta related the story as given 
above; and when questioned as to why 
he withdrew the charge, s a id : “ Oh, we 
have got into a nice mess, and I did it 
to save trouble.” The girl told about the 
boys taking the liquor readily enough, 
but could not be induced to reply to any 
question as to w hether Stepnonson at­ 
tem pted to do her any harm . 
The acpused boy’s father was next seen, 
and said th at tbe whole thing was done 
toSfcite him and his family. 
He said 
th at Banta did not possess an enviable 
reputation, and the Fisher house was a 
rendezvous for disreputable characters. 
Mr. Stephenson is a carpenter, and has 
been working on E ast Jefferson street for 
some time past. 
His son has been car­ 
rying his dinner to him every day, and 
on last Monday was at the place where 
he was workiug, w here he rem ained until 
after 1 o’clock. 
A num ber of the residents of the local­ 
ity corroborated Mr. Stephenson’s state­ 
ments in regard to the character of the 
Fisher family and Le Banta. They say 
th at the boy is rather wild and gets into 
considerable mischief, but opinion is di­ 
vided as to his guilt or innocence of the 
charge brought against him by Le Banta. 
Another warrant has been sworn out 
by Le Banta charging Stephenson with 
petit larceny, but it seems rather strange 
to many of the people of Vernon that no 
complaint has been made against the 
other boys who helped him to steal the 
liquor.

A little incident which illustrates the 
tem per oi th e people of San Diego 
towards thoee of th is section, took place 
At a recent m eeting of the Cham ber of 
Commerce of that city. The meeting was 
held for Ufe purpose of arranging a pro­ 
gram m e of entertainm ent for the Sena­ 
torial party which was soon to visit San 
Diego. There were present a large num­ 
ber of the most active, and presumably 
th e most liberal-minded m en of the 
city. 
The first thing they did was to 
decide formally th a t their plans should 
not be made public in any way, lest it 
should be telegraphed north and come to 
the knowledge of the Los Augeles C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce, which at that time was 
preparing a similar form of entertain­ 
ment. The belief was openly expressed, 
and to all appearances unanimously 
entertained, that if the Los Angeles 
people should learn what magnificent 
preparations sere being made below 
they would manage to head the party off 
in some way, subject them to some kind 
of a delay, so th at thev could not come 
to San Diego at all. 
There was no one 
present to call attention to the absurd 
impossibility of the idea, considering 
that the route and movements of the 
party had all been planned out and were 
not subject to m aterial change. 
A short time later a reporter of the 
Union came into the room, and he was 
gravely informed th at nothing must be 
allowed to go out with regard to the 
plans of the Cham ber, lest if Bhould be­ 
come known in Los Angeles; and, at 
their special request, the plans were kept 
a profound secret. 
As the telegraphic columns of the 
H erald showed yesterday, the 
San 
Diego Chamber of Commerce mapped 
out a very complete programme of enter­ 
tainm ent for the committee, which was 
carried out successfully in every partic­ 
ular. There was nothing abont it, how­ 
ever, which could not easily have been 
anticipated by 
anyone of good sense. 
W hy it should have been concealed will 
always rem ain a mystery. 
About a m onth ago, at a m eeting of 
the Los Angeles Cham ber of Commerce, 
the matter of the movements of the Arid 
Land Committee came up for discussion, 
and it was announced by President Jones 
th at they did not propose to spend more 
than two or three days in the southern 
part of the State, and would visit Pasa­ 
dena and Riverside, and possibly Santa 
Ana, but that they could not arrange to 
go 
to San 
Diego. 
I t 
being the 
opinion of several members of the Cham­ 
ber that the Sweetwater dam was an in­ 
comparable illustration of the possibility 
and th e advantage of the storing of 
water, after some discussion a vote was 
passed 
almost unanimously directing 
th at the Secretary of the Cham ber con­ 
fer with the parties who were arranging 
the line of march and advise them by 
all means to have the committee visit 
San Diego. 
The few who voted against 
th e motion did eo because they thought 
that inasm uch M the Senators would 
probably do as they liked In any event, 
it was absurd to pass such a motion 
The outcome of the matter was that the 
party did viBit San Diego, and spent 
more time there than they did in Los 
Angeles. 
The trips on Sunday to the 
seashore were merely affairs of pleasure, 
and Monday was consumed at San Ber­ 
nardino and Riverside. 
Thus the con­ 
trast between the spirit shown by the 
organizations representing the different 
sections becomes somewhat glaring. 
A gentleman who was present at the 
m eeting of the San Diego Cham ber of 
Commerce gave to a representative of 
this paper the facts narrated.

question is im portant and grave. It will 
probably be determ ined by arbitration 
upon the recognized principles of inter­ 
national law. 
W e cannot afford as a 
nation to maintain propositions which we 
would be asham ed to advance as indi­ 
viduals. In your rem arks upon the sub­ 
ject yesterday you advance some propo­ 
sitions which I am afraid are untenable 
in a legal point of view. 
Blackstone, it 
is true, lays down the rule that “ doves 
from a m an’s cote are his property 
wherever they may be, with the m e n ­ 
tion of returning 
but mark the limita­ 
tion. cote. 
As to “ rabbits from a war­ 
r e n /’ you omit the limitation, dote. 
Blackstone. in his 25th chapter, enun­ 
ciates the civil law ru le: “ A m an may 
be invested with a qualified but not an 
absolute property in creatures which are 
ferae naturae.” But he carefully dis­ 
tinguishes between wild anim als which 
have 
been 
in 
a 
manner domesti­ 
cated and redaced to possession, and 
those which roam at will, even within 
large enclosures; and the latter he holdB 
not to be the subject of ownership. 
As Von 
Bavigny, the German civil- 
ist pats it: 
“ Wild animals are only 
possessed, so long as some special dispo­ 
sition (custodia) exists, which enables 
us actually to get them into our power.” 
The civil law (and it is the foundation 
of all law in the premises) w as: “ Eos 
pieces, qui in stagno sunt, ant ferae quae 
in eilvis circumseptis vagantur, a nobis 
non poesideri.” 
(Those fishes which 
are in the pond, or wild beasts which 
wander even in enclosed forests, cannot 
be owned.) Hence seals having left onr 
territory .would b s the legitimate p-ey 
of any one upon whose territory they 
m ight be found, and of the whole world 
if found upon the high sea. 
The only real question is as to the 
character of BeriDg sea. 
I fail to see 
any geographical reason why any por­ 
tion of the so called Bering sea can be 
called a closed sea, except those portions 
hereof known as Bristol, Kusqnokim 
ad Norton bays. The three-mile zone 
is recognized by all nations and all writers 
on international law, bat with this im­ 
portant limitation—that the lioe runs 
straight from be&dland to headland 
and does not follow the sinuosities 
of the shore. 
Upon this 
principle 
England 
has 
exclusive 
jurisdiction 
w ithin a line drawn from Land’s End to 
Stackpole H ead, and within a line drawn 
from St. W illiam’s Head to 8t.Bee’s Head. 
B at this rale cannot be pushed too far. 
For instance, w hat would be said of a 
claim on the part of Mexico th a t all the 
water to the north of a line drawn from 
Cape St. Lucas to Cape Corrientes was 
Mexican territory ? Y et the whole of the 
shore of the Gulf of California is Mexican. 
Therefore it wonld seem clear that npon 
the ordinary principles of international 
law, onr territory in Bering sea would 
be only to the east of a line drawn from 
the western point of Akntan island to 
Cape Arinoff; from Cape Smith to Cape 
Nome, allowing a marine league, of 
course; also a m arine leAgue arouud the 
islands. 
This would give us about one-third of 
the so-called Bering sea. 
More we 
could not claim nnlesB it be because we 
are the assignees of Russia, who had 
acquired further rights. 
If it be found 
that R ussia claimed, and there were 
virtually conceded to her by the other 
nations, further rights, of course this 
would present another question. B at I 
have not seen any reference to a case of 


g ch claim having been eo made by 
Russia as to call upon other nations to 
dispute the claim. 
If the question did not so arise as to 
present tbs case of a virtual acquiescence 
upon the part of other nations with 
Rnseia’s claim, then the rule would be 
the same with a nation as with an indi­ 
vidual. 
It cannot sell more than it has 
got.

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SKW ER SUGGESTIONS. 


An Engineer States Hie View* an 
the Subject» 
E d ito r s H e r a ld —T he question of the 
■ewer bonds h a v in g been settled for the 
tim e , I now subm it th e follow ing to your 
co n sid eratio n an d to th a t of th e voters of 
th e c ity : 
The moving of sewage in ditches, 
pipes, etc., is subject to the same laws as 
th e moving of water. All that is required 
is a grade sufficiently great to allow 
gravity to act. W ater will run down 
hill, 
sewage 
ditto, 
and 
an 
open 
ditch will carry either just as well as one 
underground. 
This premised, a sewer-line can be 
located from a point near the southwest 
corner of the city, commencing at a point 
w here the sewers of the city would be 
brought to the surface, and running 
thence with the minimum grade required 
for the moving of sewage (say seven and 
a half feet to the m ile), across the 
Oienega rancho, now the property of E. 
J . Baldwin, then across the Rancho Rin­ 
con de los Bueyes, the property of the 
H iguera family, then across the inter­ 
vening ranchos to the ocean. 
This lino 
would be located high up on the hills 
and would probably reach the ocean at 
an elevation of seventy or eighty feet 
above high tide, on the east side of 
Ballona harbor. I t could be then run 
eastwardly for a couple of miles, and a 
connection made with the ocean. 
The engineer could so locate it, by 
adapting it to the accidents of the ground, 
as not to require the removal of more 
th an a cubic foot of earth to the rnnniDg 
foot. 
H ere and there he would have to 
introduce a p<ece of trestle to carry a 
sluice-box across some eteep ravine, but 
there would be little work of that char­ 
acter. 
Were the right of way obtained, the 
ditch located, staked out, etc., and let to 
any of our contractors, such as B ackm an; 
Chase, French & Co., Crowley, t^tc., the 
contractors would hardly know that they 
had commenced before they would have 
finished and be in search of more work. 
An open ditch is all-snfficient, the 
clamors of those who want to make a big 
expenditure to the contrary notw ithstand­ 
ing. 
W hen I last visited Vernon I saw that 
the East Side Irrigation Company con­ 
ducted the sewage from the termination 
of a twenty-inch pipe in an open ditch 
through a populous district. The route 
proposed is uninhabited, and therefore 
there can be no objection to an open 
ditch. 
Moreover, the sewage m atter can 
be diluted by the water which comes 
into the city across the Felis rancho, and 
which runs into a large reservoir in the 
hills not far from Temple street, and 
also from the Zanja Madre. 
The body 
of water entering by that ditch is double 
in volume to the sewage m atter which 
would ba collected at the commencement 
of this proposed ontfall sewer. 
There is 
no trouble abont making the sewage mat­ 
ter innocuous by dilating with water, 
and thns rendering anything b at an open 
ditch unnecessary. 
Of course by this plan there will be no 
great am ount of money spent, and therein 
is its weakest point; nor will the digging 
of a ditch, as proposed, do m uch toward 
giving any one a reputation. 
But then 
it will save the city from indebtedness, 
which, to the average taxpayer, may be 
a m atter of some importance in the near 
future. 
A connection with the sea once had, 
by any route you please, makes the city 
independent. If gentlemen living south 
of it want the sewage m atter, they will 
then be suitors and not dictators. If 
they don’t want the sewage on the city's 
terms, to the ocean it goes, and no one is 
injured.

H r. Potts on the situ ation . 
E d ito r s H e r a ld —In no communica­ 
tion of m ine in the late sewer campaign 
did I say one word againBt an outfall 
■ewer to the ocean. 
In fact I have al­ 
ways contended, and do now contend, 
th a t we m ust sooner or later have an out­ 
fall sewer to the ocean ; b at as the City 
Council’s and City E ngineer's plans were 
to carry only a part of the sewage to the 
ocean in the rainy season, and to conduct 
a part of it to th e river in the rainy 
season, and use all of it in the sum m er 
for irrigation, I could see no use in 
bnllding the long sewer to the ocean 
now to get to the Rose lands and the 
O un Club’s lands. As I said then, and 
still say now, if a part of the sewage is 
to be turned into the Los Angeles river 
in the winter time, why not conduct it 
all to the dry sandy lands down the 
river for irrigating in the sam m er, and 
tarn it all into the river in th e winter. 
I have good legal authority lor the 
opinion that Los Angeles city has a 
legai rig h t to the river from its source 
until it enters into the ocean, and that 
we, as a city, have a right to use it for 
our sewage. However this may be, I do 
not think it would be right for us to do 
so, for reasons th at I do not think proper 
to discuss in this article. 
If the storm- 
water drains had been left out of the 
Eaton plans, with intercepting sewers of 
reasonable size in their place, and the 
balance of the cost of these large storm 
sewers had been put into intercepting 
sewers where they were needed on the 
eastern and western hills and in East 
Los Angeles, the bonds would have been 
carried, and we would now have been 
making preparations to go to work on 
our sewers. B at this is now in the past, 
and with the strong opposition that has 
been developed against it ia Santa Mon­ 
ica, as well as in our own city, it is 
doubted now w hether it could be car­ 
ried. 
Under the present state of affairs it is 
my opinion that the best thing to do is to 
build all internal intercepting sewers 
needed, concentrate all sewers in the 
direction of the sandy lands down the 
river, get the right of way to the ocean 
now at some point where there is the 
least objection to emptying it into the 
ocean (no matter if it Is the longest route;, 
let parties have the sewage on the ronte 
for an indefinite period—say as long as 
they can use it without bringing the city 
into litigation—and when they can use it 
no longer on account of endangering the 
lives of their neighbors, let the city take 
it up and move on to another section 
towards 
the 
ocean. 
In 
this 
wav 
ws can do ourselves the most good 
for the least money and leave those 
who come after us untrammeled, with 
the privilege of using the sewage for 
irrigating or moving on to the ocean 
with it, as they think best, on a route 
that we can now secure for them, or 
ourselves as the case may be, at very 
little cost. In this case it womld be well 
to try the West system, and if it should 
prove to be what its friends claim for it 
we would not have to build the sewer to 
the ocean bnt could use the sewage for 
all time to come for irrigation. But We 
should get the right of way by all means 
to the ocean, no matter which way we 
■tart out, as people would be content to 
use the sewage for a much longer period, 
if they knew the oity could move on with 
it to other parties when it wikhed to 
do so, than they would if they were tied 


up for all time to come, even w ith the 
West system if it should prove to be all 
i s friends claim for it. 
The people of Los Angeles want sew­ 
ers ; but all want to have the benefit of 
the money they m ust pay, and any sys­ 
tem that leaves a large section of country 
to be assessed without having any bene­ 
fit from the money they m ust pay will 
prove a failure. 
Another thing—they 
want no Cheap John eewer system . The 
idea of spending $500,000 or $600,000 for 
a sewer system for Los Angeles is simply 
absurd. I t was not the am ount of money 
to be expended that beat the late sewer 
plan, but the m anner in which it was to 
be expended.

The Police 
force is a tender question with many 
people, but it is quite a legitimate m atter 
for careful consideration as to w hether 
we need now as large a force as when 
Los Angeles was the rallying point of 
thousands of enterprising and often law­ 
less characters from all quarters of the 
Union. 
An era of retrenchm ent is never 
an agreeable experience, and invokes 
sacrifices on all hands. The H e r a i.d , 
the other day, suggested that the Police 
force itself m ight greatly abridge the 
difficulty by consenting to accept I 
pay. There has been a great deal of 
street work that is ahead of the times 
and profiles of streets have engaged the 
attention of the City Engineer that will 
not be needed for years to come. W hen 
all the retrenchm ent possible has been 
made it is manifest that we shall still have 
to encounter a considerable deficit. Our 
expenditures have been so liberal thus 
far in the fiscal year that the attem pt to 
cut our municipal coat according to our 
cloth is an almost hopeless one. But we 
can begin to move in the right direction, 
which is of itself a considerable thing.

O ur correspondent at C atalina yester­ 
day recorded a fact in fishing which will 
place th at island in the list of the best 
resorts in the world for those who delight 
in the festive pastime. 
W ithin two 
weeks the little harbor of Avalon has 
twice swarmed with the best and gami­ 
est variety of fish in the Pacific waters— 
the yellow-tail, or as they are Btylel in 
the United 6tates reports, th e amber 
fish. These fish run all the way from 
twelve or fifteen pounds a piece to forty 
and even sixty pounds. 
We have here­ 
tofore likened their actios, after taking 
the hook, to the bluefish of the East­ 
ern waters. 
Our Catalina correspond­ 
ent, however, 
who is an authority 
on the subject, says the yellow-tail are 
even gamier on the line than th e blue- 
fish. W hen one considers that in three 
hours on Monday morning, m en, women 
and children, within a stone's throw of 
the hotel, caught nearly two thousand 
pounds of these fish, it is safe to say that 
no watering place in the U nited States 
can compare for sport with Catalina 
Island. 
Enthusiastic disciples of Izaak 
W alton would go thousands of miles for 
finch a day’s fishing, and th e fact 
th a t these catches 
are possible at 
short 
intervals 
will 
prove an at­ 
traction to Los Angeles county that will 
cut no sm all figure in inducing persons 
of wealth and leisure and e porting pro­ 
clivities to plant their homes here. Bu» 
there is 
a commercial consideration 
which we ought not to overlook in treat­ 
ing of our local fisheries. 
The channel 
which lies- between our coast and the 
island possesses possibili ies for the 
building up of a great fish industry 
w hich can hardly be overestimated. The 
season commences as early as April or 
May. At that time barraconda begin to 
swarm in the chaunel and in the waters 
adjacent to the island. They are a prime 
table fish, and are so abundant in the 
season that the catch could be made 
alm ost unlimited. 
There is a market 
everywhere 
for 
good 
salted 
dried fish, and certainly none of the 
staple fish of commerce surpass in flavor 
and taata and fine edible qualities the 
barracouda. Before the harracouda have 
ceased to a run, the yellow-tail season 
comes in, and lasts into October. 
What 
we have Baid anent the edible qualities 
of the barracouda will apply to the yel­ 
low-tail, with a preference in favor of the 
latter. These fisheries could be devel­ 
oped into a very profitable trade, and we 
have no doubt that the tim e will soon 
come when we shall see a very consid­ 
erable capital invested in them . 
Iu the 
m eantim e, however, we may justly claim 
th at our immediate waters offer lovers of 
sport the finest and beBt fishing runs in 
the country. 


Q u it e im portant developments are 
quietly going on here in Los Angeles, in 
the line of railroad building particu­ 
larly. 
The Redondo Beach narrow 
gauge road is waiting only for th e arrival 
of the motors to set their twenty miles 
or more of now road in m otion. 
The 
Los Angeles and Pacific road has just 
■«cured a right of way which will bring 
their term inus close to the Plaza, the 
absolute center 
of 
the 
city. 
The 
work 
of 
extending 
the 
road 
to 
this point will 
be done a t 
once 
Active movements 
are 
making all 
the 
time 
in the m atter of th e Cross 
road from this city to Pasadena. 
But it 
is pretty certain that these local develop­ 
ments will be somewhat eclipeed in a 
very short time by the definite announce­ 
m ent that work will be begun on the line 
through Southern U tah and Nevada, 
and 
thence by way of 
the <?e ert 
and 
over 
the 
mountains 
to 
Los 
Angeles. 
This 
will 
give 
Los 
Angeles another 
transcontinental rail­ 
road, and at the same time 
it will 
open up a very rich territory to our m er­ 
chants between here and Salt Lake. 
The Carson and Colorado road will be 
extended from its present term inus at 
Keeler, near Owen’s Lake, to connect 
w ith this overland line. 
T hat will open 
np still another fine territory for busi­ 
ness. 


The Council jost now is engaged in the 
adm irable work of inaugurating a regime 
of retrenchm ent, aad is seeking for the 
best means of bringing that desirable 
result about. The most infallible way of 
accomplishing this salutary reform is by 
lopping off all unnecessary officials and 
by incuiring as few expenses as possible. 
The extraordinary sum of $122,000 is 
■apposed to separate the receipte of the 
current fiscal year from the expenditures 
—or the estim ates, more properly speak 
iog. 
Amongst other m atters, the light­ 
ing of the city ought to be carefully 
looked into. 
A rigid inquiry as to 
w hether we are getting our m oney’s 
w orth is needed in this departm ent, and 
th e question is w hether we have not 
been too am bitious in extending our ays-

I n a ll reepscta excepting the develop­ 
ment of the stipulated 7,000 horse-power 
in her engines, the cruiser Charleston 
seems to be an excellent ship. She 
develops a high rate of speed, and the 
beat of “ staying” qualities. In view of 
her generally fine qualities as a ship, 
seems somewhat hard to exact the $30,000 
penalty from the builders because of her 
failure to develop the full amount of 
power in her engines. If, as her build­ 
ers allege, this defect is the result of the 
faulty plans furnished by the Govern­ 
ment, then some relief is certainly due. 
But one might go still farther. Congress, 
in letting the contracts for these new 
ships, set a lim it to the cost, anu ihe 
price paid is conceded to be a very close 
one, leaving but little margin of profit to 
the builders. Then we are new at this 
business of building ships such as the 
Government requires, and inexperience 
and lack of a 
proper 
plant 
must 
add to the expense 
of 
the ships 
to 
the 
bnilders. 
Now it is most 
desirable that we should have both facil­ 
ities and skill for this work. 
The enter­ 
prise that led a San Francisco firm to bid 
for this work is worthy of encourage 
ment. 
American enterprise is always 
ready to grapple with anything within 
the bounds of reason. I t is not reason­ 
able for the Government to expect to get 
a navy built at less than the cost to the 
ship-builders. To develop th e facilities 
and skill for turning out fine ships 
at 
half 
a 
dozen 
points 
in 
the 
oountry is worth more to the Nation 
than a few hundred thousand dollars 
represent. 
We would not advocate the 
Government hoiBting the national flag 
over a poor ship, if it could be had for 
nothing. 
But it does seem to be the 
proper thing for the Government to 
encourage, by all fair means, the build­ 
ing of good ships in our own yards. Too 
niggardly a policy will defeat this desir­ 
able end. 


I t is worthy of rem ark that daring the 
late visit of the Committee of the United 
States Senate on Arid Lands to Los An­ 
geles they all thought that the harbor of 
San Pedro ought to be pushed forward. 
If such a work had been inaugurated in 
the East there would have been no 
difficulty in getting millions for its com­ 
pletion. 
In the same distance which 
separates the mouth of the Columbia 
river from San Diego on the Pacific 
Coast there are scores of natural harbors 
on the Atlantic Coast,and yet here we have 
only one, that of San Francisco. 
Both 
Senators Reagan and Stewart expressed 
their sense of the importance of the work 
most unqualified terms, and such 
Congressmen as Morrow and Hemphill 
were no less em phatic. 
If Congressman 
Yandever could be induced to show any­ 
thing like the interest in the increase of 
our harbor facilities shown by these 
gentlemen from abroad the port of San 
Pedro would soon be th e center of 
commerce of national magnitude. 
Un­ 
mixed good will result to this section 
from, this visit. 
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N ew O r l e a n s, September 4 .— A spe­ 
cial from Greenwood, Miss., say s: From 
present appearances it looks as though 
the sun of peace would supersede the 
clouds of w ar. 
The Sheriff of this coun­ 
ty returned from Minter City, the seat of 
war, last evening, and reports everything 
quiet there. Four of the ringleaders, 
named Adolph Horton, Scott Morris, M. 
J. Dial and Jack Dial, were killed. The 
excitem ent among the negroes was aug­ 
mented by the report that a peaceful 
negro had been killed during the night 
for refusing to take up arm s against the 
white people. 
U pon the arrival of the 
troops it was learned that a party of 
about ICO negroes, well arm ed with 
W inchester rifles, were encamped near 
Cane lake, a distance of six or eight 
miles from Minter City. 
A reconnoiter- 
ing party of citizens, num bering about 
fifty members, organized and proceeded 
to inierview the belligerent blacks. After 
riding for some time through a dense 
forest of cane and vines, they arrived at 
the place designated as the cam p of the 
negroes, but they had moved to some 
other place. Search was at once insti­ 
tuted. The party, while passing through 
a plantation, came upon Adolph Horton 
and Jack Dial, and they were commanded 
to surrender. 
They drew pistols and 
started to run, when they were shot 
down. 
The other leaders were killed 
this morning, while 
resisting arrest. 
Thomas Allen and one Cromwell, moving 
spirits in the insurrection, have not been 
arrested, but the w hites and better class 
of negrees are determ ined to bring them 
to justice. 
The beat feeling prevails be­ 
tween the whites and better class of 
negroes. 
THE TROUBLE NOT ENDED YET. 
N e w O r l e a n s, 
September 
4 .—The 
Timet’Democrat's Greenwood, Miss., spe­ 
cial says: 
The most dastardly outrage 
since the beginning of the trouble in the 
upper part of the country, was perpe­ 
trated by George Allen and his squad of 
fifteen 
negroes 
last night, 
by the 
burning o f Mr. 
Jam ison’s 
store at 
Shade Grove on the Tallahachie river. 
They went 
there 
and 
asked 
for 
powder and shot. 
Jamison refused to 
let them have any, and they told him 
they would either burn his house or kill 
him. They caught him and set fire to 
his house, firing off their guns in the 
moantime and making other hostile 
demonstrations. Jamison got away and 
went to Sunnyside, informing the people 
of what had happened. 
About the same 
time 
a 
negro 
deserter 
from 
Al­ 
len’s 
ranks 
came 
up and offered 
to pilot them 
to Allen’s cam p at 
Lone Star Bend, if they would spare him 
and his two brothers who were among 
Allen’s men. 
About 200 men at one* 
started for the hostile camp, which is 
about six miles above Sunnyside, but it 
has not been learned whether they suc­ 
ceeded in capturing Allen or not. It is 
not likely that he will be taken alive, as 
lie is a very desperate negro, 
It now transpires that the negro whom 
be killed last Monday night for refusing 
to take up arm s against the whiteB was 
his own brother. 
Yesterday evening a 
Sheriff's posse got sight of two negroes 
who had gone to Cleveland fur ammuni­ 
tion. 
The negroes jum ped from their 
mules and fled into a cane-brake. 
The 
posse captnred the mules and 
2,000 
Winchester rifle cartridges, ten pounds 
of buckshot and five pounds of powder. 
F urther particulars from up the river 
ctnfirm th e statem ent that the four negro 
leaders who were killed yesterday were 
killed by a Sheriff’s posse while resist­ 
ing arrest. 
The num ber of hostile 
negroes is now estimated at from one 
hundred to 
one hundred and 
fifty, 
and 
they 
are 
still 
in 
large 
squadB, one of which is led by George 
Allen and the other by one Backitt. The 
object of the Sheriff is to capture the 
leaders and deal with them according to 
law. Their followers are merely ignorant 
negroes, who hardly understand what 
they are about. 
THE HAM1LTONS. 


The suggestion of a wine trust in the 
East with a view to acquiring the vine­ 
yards of California has more to recom­ 
mend it than would appear at first sight. 
Trusts are odious, and when they oper­ 
ate to crush out individual capital en­ 
gaged in leading industries they are not 
only to be deprecated, but to be sup­ 
pressed. 
It is a notorious fact, however, 
that there is a lam entable lack of capital 
in California engaged in the work of 
storing and grading wines and brandies. 
Here is a field of a most inviting ampli­ 
tude for the gentlem en who affect syndi­ 
cates and trusts, and which we would 
content to see them occupy in regions 
where there is a most lam entable lack of 
local capital. 
There would be in such 
an arrangem ent the further advantage 
that m em bers of trusts and syndicates 
can afford to drink the wines they have 
made and m atured, and would doubtless 
do so to a considerable extent. 


C a l i f o r n i a sent out her first carload 
of raisins to the East yesterday. 
If it 
weighed, as is probable, about twelve tons 
net of fruit outside the packages, that 
would be 24,000 pounds, and at 10 cents 
a pound they are w orth $2,400. 
A 
whole train load of w heat would not be 
worth more than th a t one carload of 
fruit. 
That quantity of raisins is easily 
grown on ten acres of vines, whereas 
wheat of that value could not be grown 
on an average on lees than 300 acres of 
western land. 
That is about the rela­ 
tive value ot, their land and ours, and 
the relativej^pfita of their crops and

of Pennsylvania on the Prohibition 
am endm ent as a declaration in favor of 
a reasonable, just and effective regula­ 
tion of the traffic in ardent spirits. 
It 
favors the Australian ballot system and 
advocatee a liberal pension law for hon­ 
orably discharged soldiers, but the giving 
of pensions to others is denounced as an 
injustice to those entitled to this recogni­ 
tion. 
Edward A. Bigler, of Clearfield county, 
was nominated for State Treasurer. 
Adjourned.

Dr. Oreen Does Not Look Favorably 
on W anamaker’» Scheme. 
N ew Y ork, September 4.—Postmaster-

telegraph companies, in order to lay be­ 
fore them some details of, and make 
proposals for, the new postal telegraph 
service which he has had under 
consideration for some time. 
Dr. 
Green, President of the Western Union, 
was one of 
these officials, and 
has just returned', rom the confererce 
He gave this afternoon to a reporter 
some details of the proposed scheme. 
Dr. Green did not iook upon the project 
in a very favorable light. It would be a 
distinctly second-class delivery service. 
Tiiere would 
not 
be 
immediate 
delivery 
by the 
postoffices, 
but 
elated times of delivery, as in 
the case with letters now. Business 
and commercial men, he believed, would 
not avail themselves of such services 
when they can have first class messages 
delivered by the company the very 
moment received. It is, however, the 
extension of the telegraph service that 
forms the chief feature of Wanamaker’s 
scheme. There are at present 59,000 
postoffices in the country; about 
19,000 have 
a telegraph service. 
Dr. Green said of the 19,000 receiving 
offices which the company now has, 
about two-thirds were profitless. Dr. 
Green waB very much inclined to doubt 
the financial success of extending the 
linen to 40,000 little placen in order to 
make the blessings of a telegraph service 
well nigh universal for the people.

1 of its customs tariff wherein liviDg 
animals ere made free of duty, and has 
imposed heavy duties on cattle, swine, 
sheep, mules and goats, a measure that 
cannot fail to have a most disastrous effect 
on the business of supplying this city 
with meat from the United States. This 
business has already grown to large 
proportions, and the railway companies 
have provided special stock and refrig­ 
erator cars to meet the growing wants of 
a profitable trade. 
Now the Govern­ 
ment stops it and places a duty of 10 per 
cent per kilogram on fresh meat, $3 on 
each beef animal, $2.25 on pigs, $2 on 
mules and 35 cents on sheep.

The Dressed Beef Inquiry 
Results in a Farce. 


THE STIt'F-SECKKD MONOPOLISTS 


They Befase to Appear Before the 
Committee—All on Aceonnt of 
Senator Vest. 


i A ssociated P re ss D isp atch es to th e H e r a l d . 


C h i c a g o , September 4.—The Senator­ 
ial investigation of the dressed beef and 
transportation industries arrived a t a 
position this morning when it became 
necessary to resort to vigorous measures 
or acknowledge the whole affair a farce. 
G. X. Swift, a millionaire dressed beef 
dealer, had been subpoenaed for the 
third tim e, and it waa reported that he 
had agreed to appear this morning. 
He 
did not come. P. D. Armour, on whom 
the summons waa served, stated he could 
not come at the hour named, b u t would 
let the commission know when he would 
be able to attend. Secretary George T. 
Williams, of the 
Union 
Stockyards 
Company, who was ordered to appear 
w ith a list of stockholders of the com- 
K 
uy, and ocher information, was on 
nd, but, on advice of counsel, refused 
to give the names. 
The first witness examined was Presi­ 
dent Sherm an, of the Stockyards com­ 
pany. 
His testimony gave an insight 
into the extent of the business and the 
business methods of the company. In 
answer to a question as to w hether there 
were any relations between the stock­ 
yards at Omaha and Kansas City and 
those at Chicago, he said there were 
none. 
THE SENATORS GIVE IT UP. 
At the afternoon meeting Chairman 
Vest, in diecusBiug the absence of Mr. 
Armour anu utlier gentlem en, said he 
waa sorry these gentlemen had refused 
to give their attendance, but although 
they could compel attendance, they could 
not compel unwilling witnessee to testify 
to all they knew. " I have here a tele­ 
gram ,” continued Senator Vest, "about 
which I have desired to personally ask 
Mr. Armour, but as he has refused to 
appear I will read it anyway. It was 
sent to me by a gentleman about whose 
respectability there can be no question.” 
The message is as follows: 
"Freeland, Pa., December, 
1888.— 
Can’t allow Schwab to continne killing 
livestock. If he will not stop, make other 
arrangements, and make the price so 
th at we can get his trade. 
(8igned) 
Armour & Co.’ 
The following was then unanimously 
passed, after which the committee ad­ 
journed : 
W h e r e a s , Philip Armour, Nelson Mor­ 
ris, Louis F. Swift, Frank E. Vogel, J. 8. 
Newman and Jacob Meyer, having been 
duly and lawfully summoned to appear 
as witnesses before this committee, have 
repeatedly refused to obey the same, it is 
ordered that the facts be reported to the 
Chairman of the Senate of the United 
States at its next eeeeion. 
A reporter for the Associated Press 
called on Mr. Armour and aeked for an 
interview. Mr. Armour made the follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
WHY THEY DID NOT APPEAR. 
"The reason we did not appear before 
the Senatorial Committee was that we 
knew we conld not expect fair treatm ent 
from the hands of Senator Vest, who is 
notoriously on record as opposed to the 
dressed beef business. 
He is the cham ­ 
pion and advocate of the St.*Louia 
deserted cattle m arket and opposed to 
Chicago. 
He has been friendly to all 
hostile beef inspection bills that have 
been introduced in the various State 
Legislatures, 
and 
against 
Chicago 
dressed beef, which, ii passed, would 
have destroyed this business. 
We are 
perfectly willing t<^ appear before an im­ 
partial committee and give any informa­ 
tion pertaining to our business, which is 
not 
of 
a 
strictly 
private 
nature. 
We have never exerted any influence to 
depress the price of cattle or increase the 
price of dressed beef. On the other hand, 
it is a well known fact that cattle are $1 
per hundred higher than they would be 
if it were not for the dressed beef indus­ 
try ; and we can get a great deal more 
out of the bullock than the butcher or 
m an who kills in small quantities. 
We 
have never had any association with 
Swift, Hammond or Morris, directly or 
indirectly, in the purchase of cattle. 
The telegram Mr. Vest read this after­ 
noon, for the sake of getting it on record, 
was directed to our own agent, whom we 
had a perfect right Lojtell that he should 
not kill cattle if he sold our dressed 
beef, and it is entirely stripped of its 
force when the fact is understood that 
the man was our own representative.’

M arshal Franks’ Orders. 
8 an F r a n c isc o , September 4.—Among 
the witnesses examined in the Neagle 
case today was T. T. W illiams, a jour­ 
nalist, who testified that he hadan inter­ 
view with Judge Terry while the latter 
was in Alameda County Jail, and that 
Terry threatened to slap Justice Field’s 
face, and intim ated that he would be 
pleased to have Field attem pt to use a 
weapon on him.

J . P. Cosgrove, a newspaper reporter,
